James Martin Bridgewater Jr., son 
of Mr. and Mrs. James Bridgewater of 
this city and a student at the Sequoia 
high school, passed away at his home 
on Harrison street this morning, says 
the Redwood City Star of Thursday 
last. Although in delicate health for 
some time, young Bridgewater had 
been seriously ill scarcely more than 
a week. He was taken down with a 
severe chill while attending school 
and was removed to his home. Com¬ 
plications set in and despite all that 
could be done for him in the way of 
medical science, he rapidly grew 
worse until death came this morning 
to end his sufferings. 

James Bridgewater was only 19 
years of age. He was born in Aptos, 
Santa Cruz county, and has made his 
home with his family in this city 
practically all his life. He was a 
senior in the high school and was 
considered one of the brightest young 
men that ever enrolled at the institu¬ 
tion. He was a member of the debat- 
ig team that is to meet Campbell in 
this city next Saturday. 

At the recent play in this city, “All 
a Mistake,” produced by the Redwood 
City stock company, Bridgewater took 
a leading part and displayed at that 
time considerable histrionic abilty. 
He was a young man of sterling char¬ 
acter and of exemplary habits and 
gave promise of a bright future. His 
early demise has caused profound 
sorrow among his many friends in 
this city and much sympathy is be¬ 
ing extended to his fafily. 

In addition to his parents, young 
Bridgewater leaves a sister, Miss 
Susie Bridgewater, a graduate of the 
Sequoia high school, now a student at 
the state normal schol in San Jose. 

The funeral of James M. Bridge- 
water, the 19-year-old high school 
student, who passed away Thursday 
alter a brief illness, was held this 
(Saturday) morning from the home 
of his parents on Harrison street. 
Mass was said at Mount Carmel Cath¬ 
olic Church. The interment was in 
Holy Cross cemetery, Menlo Park.

LOCAL PASTOR TRIES 
TOSAVE WILT 

The Rev. Leslie C. Kelley, pastor of 
Grace Episcopal Church, together 
with a number of clergy and social 
workers, is endeavoring to save Jo¬ 
seph Vance Wilt from the gallows. 
Wilt was convicted for the murder of 
Warren C. Smith at Germantown on 
the 14th of February, 1916. 

“I know nothing about the facts in 
this case,” said Mr. Kelley to The En¬ 
terprise representative, “except as 
they have been given to me by Wilt 
himself in a very careful and lengthy 
statement that he prepared from the 
transcript, and as I have gathered 
from reading the document bearing 
the refusal of the supreme court to 
reverse the verdict of the lower court. 

“There are a number of very pecu¬ 
liar things about this affair which tend 
to shake my faith in our courts and 
officials. First, the convicted man 
feels that he has not been treated 
justly on the ground that he was 
prosecuted by a district attorney who 
was hostile to him personally for two 
very definite reasons. But no one in 
authority will consider this or even 
listen to what these reasons are. 
Surely it is not just that a man be 
prosecuted by any one who has reason 
lor being a hateful personal enemy, 
furthermore, it is well-nigh impossi¬ 
ble to gain any official attention’to the 
consideration of certain absolutely 
impossible evidence that was used to 
convict the man. 

“I believe that Wilt is innocent and 
that all the evidence submitted in the 
case points to another man as being 
the actual murderer. This man, as 
things appear, saved himself by shoot¬ 
ing himself in the fleshy part of his 
own shoulder to give “proof” that the 
other man did the shooting. Who 
wouldn’t give himself a little flesh 
wound if he could save his neck from 
the gallows by so doing? The docu¬ 
ment of the state supreme court, how¬ 
ever concerns itself entirely with de¬ 
fending the trial judge in the de¬ 
cisions made or overruled by that 
learned gentleman. It is hardly at all 
the actual evidence that was sub¬ 
mitted in court and used to convict 
Wilt.”

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WILL EUROPE 

LEGALIZE POLYGAMY? 


The enormous slaughter of men 
has started the sociologists debating 
the question .of whether or not, at the 
close of hostilities, Europe will be 
forced to legalize polygamy, or resort 
to some other such expedient to pro¬ 
vide mates for its millions of unmar¬ 
ried women. 

Although perhaps not generally j 
known, precisely such a condition was 
faced in Europe at the end of the 
Thirty Years’ war, and it was met by 
legalizing polygamy until a relative 
balance of the sexes was again estab¬ 
lished, when the laws were repealed. 

It is estimated that should the was 
continue for two years longer there 
will be in the countries involved not 
less than twelve million females in 
excess of males. Hence it can be! 
plainly seen that the problem con- 
ironting those countries is serious in¬ 
deed. 

Europe, aside from the purely ma¬ 
terial losses which she is sustaining, 
and which are almost beyond concep¬ 
tion or computation, is facing a cer¬ 
tain and serious check to civilization. 
Possibly no other condition would so 
retard the march of progress as a 
teturn, either by choice or necessity, 
to this degrading practice. 

The twentieth century mind revolts 
at the idea of polygamy. Not only is 
this true of Americans, but of Euro¬ 
peans as well. This being true, what | 
(ffect would it have upon the people 
should such a practice be revived? 

To a race familiar with and accus¬ 
tomed to the practice it may appear 
justifiable and right. Bht to a people 
'vffio for centuries have been taught to 
regard it as contrary to the laws of 
nature the effect is certain to be de¬ 
moralizing to character. Even those 
who would be constrained to practice 
polygamy would by force of their pre¬ 
vious training be compelled to regard 
themselves as living in adultery. 

How truly should every American 
thank his God that our land has been 
spared the horrors that face our 
cousins across the water, and how 
firmly each should determine that, 
come what may, we will never be 
dragged into that conflict and par¬ 
ticipate in that slaughter except in 
actual defense of our own shores. 

America to-day is the white hope of 
civilization. The destiny of the race 
lies in the American hand to shape as 
it will. That we may be true to our 
highest ideals is the earnest prayer 
of every intelligent soul within our 
borders. 

Polygamy could never even be con¬ 
sidered in this country.

THE DUMBARTON BRIDGE—A 

BIG AND LIVE SUBJECT 


An important meeting was held at 
ihe city hall, San Francisco, at 2 p. in. 
of Friday, January 19th, to further 
consider the Dumbarton vehicular 
bridge matter. 

The supervisors of the city and 
county of San Francisco and of San 
Mateo county were represented, as 
v ell as chambers of commerce and 
other civic bodies of San Francisco 
and Peninsula towns. 

To-day a like meeting is to be held 
at Newark at 2 p. m. 

The Dumbarton vehicular bridge is 
to-day the most important question 
before the people of this Peninsula, 
and is of vital interest, as well, to the 
city of San Francisco. 

A vehicular bridge at Dumbarton 
would give the city of San Francisco, 
and all Peninsula cities and country, 
direct connection and communication 
by an all-land route with the east 
bay country; and it would also give 
all the east bay country access by 


For its strategic value the govern¬ 
ment of the United States might pay 
one-fourth the cost; and for its gen¬ 
eral value the state of California 
would pay another one-fourth. 

The other half would fall upon San 
Francisco and the counties of San 
Mateo, Santa Clara and Santa Cruz. 

The lands in San Mateo county 
through which the proposed boule¬ 
vard would pass, are owned almost 
entirely by the Spring Valley Water 
Company and by non-resident holders 
of large tracts. 

These lands along the line of the 
proposed scenic road, would be very 
largely enhanced in value by its con¬ 
struction; and it follows that, in all 
fairness, these lands should pay a 
larger share of the cost than lands 
more remote and less benefited. 

These lands for a distance of one 
mile on both sides of the proposed 
road should pay a fixed per cent of 
the total cost of the road, and that 
should be not less than 26 per cent, 
for the relative enhancement of local 
values would be much more. Any 


Provision of Amendment 

The constitutional amendment pre¬ 
sented by Senator M. B. Johnson in 
the upper house and Assemblyman F. 
L. Eksward in the lower, both from 
Son Mateo, provides that: 

“In the event of such establish¬ 
ment. or creation of a borough or 
boroughs, as herein above per¬ 
mitted, the boundaries thereof shall 
never afterwards be changed or al¬ 
tered, nor shall the governmental 
rights, powers or jurisdiction of any 
such borough or boroughs be there¬ 
after limited, extended, modified or 
taken away, unless and until the 
borough or boroughs affected by 
such proposed change or alteration 
of boundaries, or by the proposi d 
limitation, exeension, modification < r 
taking away of governmental rights, 
powers or jursdiction. as the case 
may be. shall each have consented 
thereto by the vote of a majority of 
the voters in each and every such 
borough, voting at an election or elec¬ 
tions called and held for such purpose 
in each of the boroughs so affected.” 

The two representatives from San 
Mateo county declared that they 
wanted the support of the San Fran¬ 
cisco delegation to this constitutional 
amendment and were aided by A. H. 
Redington. attorney of Hillsborough.

LEGISLATIVE NEWS BRIDE’S ROSES ON 


Sacramento, Jan. 18, 1917. 

In the assembly yesterday Speaker 
Young instructed the committees to 
crovvd forward all bills possible to 
the third reading at this session. He 
announced that this was for the pur¬ 
pose of having a calendar ready for 
passage when the legislature con¬ 
venes February 26th, and by so doing 
possibly shorten the life of the second 
session to six weeks instead of sixty 
or ninety days. There was some ob¬ 
jection to this on the part of mem¬ 
bers, and during a brief recess they 
pointed out to the speaker that a 
strict interpretation or literal carry¬ 
ing out of his instructions would 
practically destroy the intent of the 
February recess, which was for the 
purpose of giving the state at large 
an opportunity to study and investi¬ 
gate many measures before the two 
houses. The speaker then declared it 
was his intention that only those bills 
be passed out to third reading and 
passage to which there was no op¬ 
position. Thereupon he was requested 
to more definitely explain his instruc¬ 
tions, and it was agreed that unani¬ 
mous consent of a committee must be 
obtained before a bill was passed out. 
Any member objecting to any bill go¬ 
ing to third reading at this session 
might hold it for a committee hear¬ 
ing at the second session. The chair 
so announced after the recess. 

So far the senate has introduced 
about half as many bills as it did in 
the 1915 session, but in the assembly 
the number in the 1915 session is be¬ 
ing gradually approached, 285 bills 
liaing been introduced to date in that 
session, as against 274 to date at the 
present sessihon. However, a great 
many bills are expected next week, 
the last of this session, as both houses 
have agreed to adjourn on January 
26th. A number of bills which will 
create more or less of a fight in both 
houses have already been introduced. 
Among them are three market bills; 
one repealing the act creating the 
office of state market director, a 
second increasing his powers and a 
third curtailing them. Then there are 
the insurance bills, amending the 
compensation act, fish and game bills, 
water commission bills, sanitation 
measures and bills regulating various 
industries. 

Several bills which rumor has it 
will occasion a big fight have not as 
yet been introduced, butj they are 
promised before the close of this ses¬ 
sion. These are said to include cer¬ 
tain regulatory measures to be intro¬ 
duced by organized labor and a few 
constructive measures which it is 
rumored will be introduced by the 
San Francisco chamber of commerce. 

Senator Stuckenbruck’s bill to 
strike yellowhammers from the list 
of unprotected birds is again in the 
senate, and in support of his bill the 
senator has on exhibit a twelve-foot; 
plank from a barn in his neighbor¬ 
hood which the birds have bored full 
of holes through which might be 
thrust a man’s fist. 

There is, of course, the usual num¬ 
ber of minor bills which will never 
get beyond the committees to which 
they are referred. 

FEWEST LAWS OF ANY SESSION. 

Lawmakers arriving at Sacramento 
are reported to have few laws in their 
possession to introduce. 

Practically all solons throw up 
their hands and say they have no 
laws to bring before the two houses. 

Senator Chandler of Fresno takes 
position emphatically that there have 
been too many laws enacted in the 
past. 

He says it is the duty of the legis¬ 
lator to stop the passage of bills even 
more than to pass them. 

“I am going to devote much of my 
time to stopping promiscuous legisla¬ 
tion,” says Senator Chandler. 

That resolution firmly adhered to 
will meet with a great deal of support 
among thinking people. 

Of course, the masses of the people 
are asking few if any new laws—are 
not petitioning for any in fact. 

Indications are that fewer laws, or 
what are termed freak laws, will show 
up than eer before.

There were many floral trib¬ 
utes, among them a massive bunch of 
brides roses, with long streamers of 
smilax, from Nicholas Hennessy, to 
whom she was to have been married 
upon her arrival in San Francisco. 
The employes of the South San Fran¬ 
cisco factory where Mr. Hennessy 
works also sent a beautiful tribute of 
flowers. Others came from relatives 
of Mr. Hennessy in Covington, alpO* 
friends and relatives of the deceased. 
Two brothers of Mr. Hennessy were 
among the pallbearers. The burial 
was in St. Stephen’s cemetery.— 
Newport News.

TO WJPNSON 

A death at the South San Francisco 
hospital on Friday, January 19th, re¬ 
moved from life Albert Alexander 
Parkinson. Everybody knew him as 
“Shep” or ‘Old Shep.” He was not 
so old. He could not have been more 
than 70 years of age. 

But he was an "old timer.” He was, 
in truth, an “early settler.” His 
father bought the land and built the 
house where his son, “Shep” Parkin¬ 
son, lived all the years, from the 
early ’50s, until his death yesterday.

It be- p 
lieves the evils of the present system A 
could be practically exterminated if 
the people would awaken from their 
provincialities and follow the examfRe ^ 
of continental Europe.

In those countries the evils of the. a 
liquor traffic, as we know them, are p 
non-existent, and the drink problem j- 
has been solved by the custom of the { . 
people—a custom no fair-minded ^ 
friend of temperance over • there . 
would change and whose beneficial re- j 
suits are patent to any intelligent and (l 
unbiased observer from the United v 
States. 

But this happy condition of affairs J 
would not be adopted by our people ^ 
for many, many years to come, if ( 
ever. In their lack of understanding . 
they condemn that which merits ap¬

So it becomes a necessity for Cali- ( 
fornia to treat the saloon as it is. , 
Therefore the California Grape Pro- j 
tective Association declares the sa- ] 
loon must either be reformed dras- , 
tically or must be eliminated as a , 
means of distribution; and this asso- ( 
elation pledges itself to aid such re- ( 
form with all its strength and what- , 
ever influence it may have; but if 
the saloon be not reformed thoroughly 
this assocation will stand for its en¬ 
tire abolition. 

The California Grape Protective As¬ 
sociation is in favor of high license 
and a sweeping reduction of saloons, 
not more than one to every thousand 
of the population in any place. 

It stands for the total elimination 
of the dives and disreputable cafes I 
and for unconditional abolition of ■ 
“side entrances” and private nooks of 
any character. 

It believes there should be no sa-1 
loons in the residence districts of any , 
city, and that wine merchants, whole¬ 
sale liquor dealers and brewers 
should not he permitted to have any ; 
financial or other control or partner- (• 
ship interest in any saloon, and that 
no man in any way interested in | 
liquor selling should be permitttd to 
go upon the bond of a saloon keeper, j 

It is in favor of midnight and Sun- j 
day closing. 

It holds that no intoxicated man i 
should be served with liquor under 
any circumstances. 

It favors a very heavy fine for the 
first offense against any liquor regu¬ 
lation, and the enactment of a law 
that upon the second offense not only ] 
shall the owner and manager of the! 
offending establishment never again 
be allow 1 to have a license to sell 
liquor, or to be employed in any 
place in which liquor is sold, but that 
the building in which soid second 
offense has occurred never again, 
under any circumstances, shall be 
permitted to be used for liquor sell¬ 
ing. 

And if some such regulations as are 
here briefly outlined are not enacted 
and strictly enforced, then the Cali¬ 
fornia Grape Protective Association 
will be in favor of driving the saloons 
out of this state. 

FOREST RANGERS STAGE FARCE. 

San Francisco, Jan. 13.—The ten- 
day ranger meeting held in Berkeley 


ended this evening with a screaming 
farce, “Service Milestones,” written 
end staged for the occasion by R. W. 
Ayres of Sonora, supervisor of the 
Stanislaus national forest. The farce 
burlesqued the early days of the 
forest service, caricatured present 
affairs, and made a prophesy for the 
future with allusions to aeroplanes 
i and wireless telephones for forest fire 
scouts. Leading parts were taken by

poration who fail to comply with the 
law. In the district covered by the n 
collector of internal revqrfue at San 5 
Francisco are the forty-eight counties s 
in California north of the northern 
line of Kern and San Luis Obispo 1 
counties, also the entire state of Ne- 
vada. 

Returns may be filed either at the ' 
main office in the custom house at | t 
San Francisco, or at the branch l 
offices at Oakland-, Sacramento, Fresno f 
and Reno. 

Immediately after March 1st a large 
force of field officers will be sent out ! 
j to canvass the territory, and those 
j who are liable to file returns and who ; 
have not done so at that time will be < 
inquired to do so and will become 
subject to the penalties of the law. * 
These penalties provide both a heavy 
fine and imprisonment within the dis- 1 
eretion of the court for non-compli¬ 
ance with the law.

NEW WAYS TO PUT UP VARIED 

FRUITS AND VEGETABLES 

Every woman who ever puts up’ 
fruits or cans vegetables ought to 
read the circular on “Home and Farm 
Canning,’’\ written by W. V. Cruess, 
assistant professor of zymology in the 
University of California, just pub¬ 
lished by the university and to be had 
for the asking by writing to'the col¬ 
lege of agriculture at Berkeley. 

Professor Cruess says the problem 
has now been solved of canning vege¬ 
tables without the repeated heatings 
which have been necessary in the 
past, which were troublesome and ex¬ 
pensive and injurious to flavor and 
texture. The new method is merely 
the addition of a little acid to the 
liquid in which the vegetables are 
canned. He has proved, for example, 
that peas keep perfectly after being 
heated to 212 degrees F. in a brine, 
containing five ounces of lemon juice 
to every gallon, while peas heated in 
the same brine without lemon juice 
spoil. The same results have been 
obtained with beans, pumpkins, beets, 
turnips, artichokes and asparagus. 

Great quantities of fruits and vege- 
> tables go to waste every year on the 
farms of California, or are sold at 
prices which return little profit, says 
Professor Cruess. He points out the 
J opportuniay the farm household has 
’ to find a local market for home prod- 
3 ucts of this kind at profitable prices, 

- to the benefit of farmer and consumer 
3 alike. 

3 When canned fruits or vegetables 
3 spoil, says Professor Cruess, it is be- 
t cause of the growth of one of three 
e different groups of microscopic vege- 
1 table organisms, such as the blue- 
s green molds of spoiled fruits, the 

- yeasts familiar in bread making and 

- the bacteria found in the scum and 

- “mother” of vinegar. None of these 

- organisms ever arise from non-living 
d matter, so if all the germs can be 
d killed by heat and the air be kept out, 
n neither mold, yeast nor bacteria will 

cause spoiling. 

d The molds and yeasts are quickly 
h killed at temperatures below the 
c | boiling point of water, but the bac- 
n teria on vegetables are astonishingly 
e resistent to heat. Often they can 
s stand the temperature of boiling water 
is for an hour or more—but with the 
use of lemon juice this problem is 
3 - solved. 

)- The flavor and texture of fresh 
•e fruits can be much better retained if 
t- they are canned at low temperatures, 
3- and Professor Cruess has succeeded in 
ie safely sterilizing peaches, apricots, 
la pears, cherries and berries at tem- 
ta! peratures of from 165 degrees F. to 
id 175 degrees F., by filling the cans 
es with fruit and a fairly heavy syrup 
g. and keeping the cans in hot water, 
3h j kept at 175 degrees F„ for ten to

berries, currants, cranberries, goose- 
, berries, grapes, figs, rhubarb, pine¬ 
apple, oranges and ripe olives.

BENEFIT OF PROSPEROUS 

NEWSPAPER TO COMMUNITY 


Time was in this country when the 
newspaper was looked upon as a sort 
of community ward. ~Not so many 
years ago the country newspaper was 
regarded as a pawn of some prominent 
citizens as a sort of organ to further 
t heir political and financial interests. 

In recent years, however, the coun¬ 
try newspaper has come to be recog¬ 
nized for its own worth to the com¬ 
munity milch in the same light as the 
butcher, the baker, the merchant, the 
banker, or what not. 

A country newspaper to-day main¬ 
tains its position in the ranks accord¬ 
ing to the measure of its industry and 
intelligence. It is regarded by most 
people as an entity sufficient unto 
itself and its community. It is the 
captain of its own destiny. 

This has been brought about by an 
awakening of most men who engage 
in the country newspaper business to 
the fact that the country newspaper 
publisher has an important task to 
perform, riot alone to his community, 
but equally as well to himself and 
family. 

Speaking along this line in a recent 
address in a near-by state, M. I. For- 
ker, a country newspaper publisher,
